Hc had been dead for hours, und tho
vast vacant loft was lillcd wlth cs-

caplng ga.s frotn a broken plpe just
abovc hls lioad. Thcre wcro no marka
of vlolence.
Nathanson falled to roturn lasl

nlght, and when morning camc hls
wlfe reportcd hla absence to Uto police,
A. acarrh was Instltutcd thls morning.
Mrs. Nathanson called up hor hus-
band's partner, Isaac Gold, and he. hls
wlfe and Mrs. Nathanson went down
to the factory. Gold. thc only person
except Nathanson who had a kcy to
ihc loft, op'ened the door. A rush of
gas mot hlm, but beforc he had time
to cloae thc door agaln, Mrs. Nathan¬
son saw hcr husband dead in the
shalr. She shrleked and fclt In a
falnt across thc thrcshold.
Mlnuto cxamlnatlon showed that tho

body had heen thrlec wound wlth half-
lnch rope undcr thc armn and bound
to thc back of thc chalr. Koth legs
wcre faHtened to the legs of thc chalr.
Thc rlght arm was frec, but the left
was bound wlth two twlst.v. and so

flrnily knottcd to an arm of thc chalr
that thc coroner sald he could not
bcllcvc that a man with only one frce
hand could have ticd the knots. The
hands and ropc wcre both rcd with a

FUbstance not blood. The chalr had
been backed up agatnst a plllar. and
tho loose ends of thc knot that bound
thc body to thc frame had been knottcd
agaln bchind thc pillar. Thns the
body was. bound to thc chalr and the
chalr bound to thc pillar.

I'apers In Confusion.
On the floor were a fev,- loose colns.

Therc was no motjey in the pockets,
which had ix;en turned Inaido out» and
Nathanson's kfiy to tho loclc was also
misslng. His desk, which adjolned hls
partner^s waa opened and llttcrcd with
torn and crumplod papers in tho wlld-
est confusion. On a satnple tablo waa

a woman's fur-llncd kld glove, torn

and partly turncd insido out.- The
safe was loeked. Ncar lt lay Nathan-
son's hat, and abovc it tho gaa lamp
had been broken.
Nathanson, ao far as known, had no

reason to commlt suiclde. Ile waa

forty-nlnc ycars old and in the best
of health and splrlts. H1b buslness was

BOlvcnt, hc had amplc outaldc resources,

and hc lived happily with hls wlfe and
daughter. Two sons, Benjamin and
.Tohn, are in buslness at Fayetteville,
Tcnn. ..

Formcr Bankcr and Ice King Too
Affected for Words, but
Gives Out Prcpared Inter-
vicw.Leaves Tombs for

Atlanta Peniten-
tiary.

NKW YORK, January 2.With a
auprcmc effort to bo cheerful but wlth
cmotiou occaslonally gettlng the bct-
tcr of hlm, Charles W. Morsc loft Now
York to-day to begin scrvlng a flftoon-
ynars" aentenue In the Federal prison
at Atlanta, Ga., imposcd upon hlm for
Vlolation of thc natlonal banklng lawa.
Before leavlng tho Tombs, whcre ho

had beon conflncd for tho grcatcr part
of thc past ycar, Morse rccolved hls
wlfe and two sona and thon tho ncws-
paper men. llc was too affected to aay
anythlng, but he handed out a care-
fully prcpared atatcment of comment
on his case, Morsc left Jcrsey Clty
on the Birmlngham Speclal of the
Southcrn Rallway at 10:43 A. M, In
ctiBtody of Dcputy Unlted fa'tates mar-
ahals. Thc party occupled a statc-
room.
Morse'a statement Is blttcr and dra¬

matic.
"I am golng to Atlanta to bcgln

penal scrvltude undcr tho most brutal
acntenco ovcr pronounced agaitist a
cltlzen ln a clvllized country," is hi3
opcnlng scntencc.

"I havc hoped," thc atalcmont co
tlnues, "with that hopo which comea
from a consclousnesa of my innocenco
that 1 wlll not havc to close out for-
cver thojlght and llbcrty of thls world
under a'uch an lnhuman scntencel I
had felt that the fact that I had Pala
a flno of $7,000,000 and served a ycar
ln prison would satisfy tho cry for a

vlctini, and 1 have steadily hoped that
tho courts would bo compelled to glve
me a ncw trial. When I learncd that
the prlvato dctectlvca of the prosccu-
tion were to bo the keepers of the
Jury; a jury that drank llkc men upon
a jauut or a hollday, rathcr than
cltlzens engaged ln a sorlous scrvlce,
and that aa a result two of them wcre
rendered unflt, I naturally hoped that
I would bo allowed anothcr trial by
anothcr Jury free of these hostllo
irifiue'necs."

Dnngerous Exnmple
"lt sccms, liowever, that tho courts

intend to cstabltsh the practloes which
makes rum drlnklng a part of jury
scrvlce and prlvatc detectlves as tho
custodlans of a jury a permanent In-
stltutlon. By this Bentenco and Judg-
ment I may bo brought to ruln; but
tho damage done to mo la not halt as
lmportant aa tho injury to tho adtnln-
latratlon of Justlcc-
"I am now up in ycara, and must,

wlth thc paaslug of time, pass also;
but thc record of my convlctlon and
the way lt was brought about wlll ro-
main a lasting and dangerous example
of a govornment gono mad in scarch
of a vlctlm.
"Whethor I shall serve my full sont-

ence I am not able to say. Much de-
pends upon how the government at
"Washlngton shall look upon it. I havo
great. falth that all rlght-thlnklng
men and women wno know of me and
my case, and who rcallzo the inhuman-
lty of my scntencc, wlll mako known
their fcellnga to the Prcsltlent. What-
ever tho future may hold in storc.
llberty or Imprlsonment.I shall en-
deavor to meet ln the same way I have
atruggled against tho mlsfortunes of the
past two years.

Morse biacod himaelf for a final plc-

ture at tho hands of a crowd of newa-
paper photograpners. Ho read a news-
paper aftcr he had boarded the car.
The traln ls due In Atlanta about noon
to-jnorrow.

husband to Atlanta, To-nlght sha
sald:

"X am golng to Atlanta to-morrow,
and I shaU probably llvo thero untll
my husband ls rcTcaaetf.

"In the la^st two wecks I have re-
ceived thousands of letters, all tho
writers oxpresslng sympathy with my
husband and their rcadlness to slgn
a petltion in his behalf."

Saturday nlght as Mrs. F'rlck was
about to cnter a drug atore shc fell on
the sldewalk unconscloua. Sho waa rc-
moved to .-..o City Hospital, whero aha
dled. When the pollco were notiflcd
of the woman's dcath pollcemen woro
sont to the Holland Street house to
notlfy the faraily of tho death. They
found Schwatt dead on the bed ln a

pool of blood that had flowed from
:hl» mouth.. In- tlvvebsnnce »f any vis-
lblo wound, they decided he bad dtod
from hemorrhage. and that Mrs. Frlck
had collapsed under the excltement
while runnlng to tho drug atore for ald.
